Immense Destruction Along the 
New Jersey Coast. .

Blocks Washed Away—The Damage Done by 
the High Tide—Scenes Near Long Branch, 
Sandy Hook, Seabright and Bellevue— 
Losses in Atlantic City $200,000. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTIC Crry, N. J., August 31.—Thou- 
sands of people visited the Sands this morn- 
ing to gaze on the scene of destruction caused 
by yesterday’s high tides. The damages yet 
cannot be fully estimated, but will amount 
to over $200,000. Last evening the remnants 
of the dilapidated pier opposite the excur- 
sion houses were carried away. The heavy 
surf forced the water half-way up Pacific 
avenue. The broad walk from the ocean 
pier at Kentucky avenue and North Carolina 
avenue is gone. The beach front is one mass 
of debris, bath-houses, restaurants, photo- 
graph galleries, cigar stores and all business 
places in the central portion of the city have 
been carried away. altogether, or much dam- 
aged. From North Carolina to Tennessee av- 
‘enues about twenty feet of the beach front is 
entirely washed away. ‘There is nothing to 
hold up the buildings still standing but the 
mass of debris which was forced under 
them and which broke off the posts sup- 
porting the structure, 

THE OCEAN PIER 

has received a terrible straining, put it did 
not give way. Twenty-five sections, sixteen 
feet in length, of board wall, three bath- 
houses and a large number of electric light 
poles were dashed against the pier at one 
time. The railroad to South Atlantic City 
was so badly damaged that no trains are 
running to-dgy. Large forces of men are 
engaged in repairing the places not demol- 
ished and removing the debris from the 


beach. 
RED BANK, SANDY HOOK.

The stench has sickened 
many people at the Highlands, Sea bright 
and Oceanica, and is driving away many 
summer guests as well as permanent resi- 
dents.

AT NEW YORK. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 


New York, August 31.—The unusually 
high tide which has been running for the 
past two days continued yesterday. In the 
evening the cellars along West and South 
streets were filled with water, and in many 
cases it ran within half a foot of the ground 
floor. Attheferry slips the deck rails of 
boats were several inches above the top of 
the fenders of the dock, so that a passenger 
could easily step from the deck to the fend- 
ers above. Thecause of this high tide is 
mainly from the stiff northeast wind which 
has been blowing in from the ocean for the 
past forty-eight hours, and partly trom 
the moon, which is changing. It is ex- 
peeted that the tide wiil run lower to-day, 
and in the meantime pumps are in demand 
among the residents along the river front. 
‘The tide was the highest of the season at 
Rockaway Beach Wednesday night. The surf 
swept over the iron pier and its roar could 
be heard for miles. The water rolled up 
to an unsafe distance from the hotels and 
bathing houses. Fora time the hotel keep- 
ers feared that they were to experience an- 
other tidal wave like the one that occurred 
about nine vearsago, when the surf swept 
clean over into he bay, destroying a great 
amount of property. Some of the old natives 
of Rockaway predict a great sterm this fall.

By the terms of 
their contract the Associated Press is com- 
lled to discharge any Operator who is ob- 
ectionable tothe company. A demand ap- 
pears to have been made from New York by 
the Western Union-that Mr. Laverty should 
be dismissed, and he was_ forthwith notified 
that his-services were no longer required.

THE ORIENTAL HORROR, 


_ 


The Volcanoes in Java Subsiding—The 
Loss of Life—F ull Details. 


New York, August 31.—The latest re- 
ports received here concerning the volcanic 
disturbances in the Javanese Islands give 
reason to hope that the worst is over, and 
that the craters which have been most active 


and destructive are rapidly subsid- 
ing into their normal quiet. At 10 
o’clock on Monday morning the eruptions 
in the Kingdom of Bantam were 
renewed with great violence, and by 11 
o'clock the Papandayang, which is 7,034 feet 
high, was in a very active state of par- 
oxysmalaction. The consequent detonations 
were plainly heard in Sumatra, nearly a 
thousand miles of Showers of stones fell, 
covering a territory miles if extent, and the 
black fragmentary matter ¢arried into the air 
caused total darkness. A whirlwind which 
accompanied this eruption cafried the roofs 
of houses, trees, and men and horses Into 
the air. At the town of Denambo the 
roofs of houses were covered with 
volcanic ashes to the depth of several inches, 
The flowing pumice in the water oft Point 
Caay tormed a layer two fevi thick, through 
which vessels forced their way with great 
difficulty. Suddenly Papandayavg mountain 
wasseen to splitin several parts, and where 
before only one mountain had stood were nuw 
seven distinct peaks louming up to a great 
height. This was the turning point in the 
great eruption, for from out the fissures thus 
opened forced slowly streams of molten lava, 
forming beds 200 or 300 feet in extent, 
Exhalations of carbonic acid gas occurred 
so abundantiy that birds and animals in 
large numbers were killed, and even a few 
human beings lost their lives in the same 
way. During the forenoon on Tuesday four- 
teen new volcanic «mountains rose in the 
Straits of Sunda, forming &@ complete chain 


in almost a straight line, about midway be- | 
tween Point St. Nicholasen the Javanese | 


coast and Hogan Point on the coast of Su- 
matra, almost on the spots where 
were the Merak and Middle Islands 
which sank into the sea on Monday. 
The changes in’ the coast and the entire 
Staits of Sunda are so serious that the Brit-

extremely dangerous. It is now ascertained 
that 2,800 persons instead of 1,500, as pre- 
viously reported, lost their lives in the city 
of Bantam; at Warange, aitewn in the in- 
terior, 900 were kitled, and at Tatatra, on 
the coast, 300 bodies have been found, 
Hundreds of bruised and nangled bodies are 
lving in the low land of Batavia where the 
waters have receded. These are being re- 
moved and buried as fast as possible in or- 
der to prevent the breeding and spreading 
of contagion. Sanitary corps are being got 
ready at every point, and are performing the 
last offices of humanity to the unfortunate 
beings who lost their lives since Saturday 
last.

: NOT HOPELESS. 


An Attorney Tells How the State 
Can Appeal the Saloon Cases, 


The Prohibitionists Roiled at Col. Clai- 
borne’s Sentiments—The Decision Post- 
poned Until Next Week. 


The predictions of Prosecuting Attorney 
Claiborne have met with anything but a 
favorable reception from Prohibitionists, 
who'have spoken somewhat severely of his 
anticipations and readiness to give up the 


fight in certain events. In an in- 
terview published in these columns yester- 
day he sad: “If Judge Noonan Ppa 
the point he now has under consideration in 
favor of the defense it will put an end toall 
the cases on the docket, because they will 
put their cases in such a position that_I can- 
not appeal and the State will be helpless,” 

Without regard to the correctness or error 
of this position the Prohibitionists seem 
greatly displeased at making  pub- 
lic the prospects of defeat. 
The only ways in which __ the 
issue can be brought to the attention of the 
higher courts, in his opinion, are almost im- 
practicable. The plan of getting up a 
“dummy” saloon and instituting a bum case, 
in which the defendant will aid the State, 
does not find much favor, and according to 
the Prosecuting Attorney’s idea, are the only 
methods available. 

THIS MORNING 

a gentleman, prominent as a lawyer anda 
Prohibitionist, was discussing the matter to 
a group of disinterested attorneys 
at the Four Courts. “I don’t 
think Jim McBride, who is assisting 
Col. Claiborne, shares in this opinion, and if 
he does lam badly fooled. I don’t mind 
saying that L believe he will take a place in 
the front rank in this fight when the day is 
almost lost, and then the fur will fly.” 

“How do the lawyers view the situation of 
the saloon cases *%”’ 

“Why simply this way. Judge Noonan’s 
decision that the Downing law dues not re- 
peal the act of 1857 because it does not ex- 
pressly state that object, will not standinthe 
higher courts, and as far as the point that is 
now under consideration there is nothing in 
it. The figures show that the people never 
authorized the Municipal Assembly to pass 
an ordinance permitting the sale of beer and 
native wines on Sunday. The point has 
been settied beyond dispute. There were 
5,000 votes in favor of it, 2.000 against it and 
a vote of 13,000 cast on that day. Now, 
it does not make any difference how 
many fold that election was. The question did 
not receive “the majority of the votes cast at 
that election,’”’ which was necessary. Before 
the higher courts the defense will not have a 
leg to stand on in view of their recorded de- 
cisions.”’

Mr. Walsh—Didn’t Mr. Whitman and the 
Commissioners know that it wasn’t right to 
put two engines to work on the single main? 

Witness—They asked me to do sv, andl 
refused. 

Mr. Walsh—Why didn’t you comply with 
their request? 

Witness—Because I knew it wasn’t right; 
that it could not be done with safety. 

Witness next explained about the packing 
of the cylinders. It would take twoor three 
days to allow the cylinder to cool oft before 
the packing could be done. Last fall or 
winter the cylinder of No. 1 was_ last 
packed: the engine was then laid up 
two or three months; if another of the 
engines had been broken down, notwith- 
standing it was cool weather, the city would 
have been short of water. No. 2’s cylinder 
had been packed twoor three years ago. All 
the cylinders badly needed reboring as they 
were greatly worn. ‘This reboring cannot be 
done, however, unti! No. 4engineis ready. 
Such repairs would cost about $3,000 tor 
each eylinder, and lay the engine up for 
months. The low service engines were 56 
inches in diameter and had a_ twelve-fuot 
stroke; the high service machines had a 
ten-foot stroke. in 1873 the No. 3 
low service was cowpleted by Ger- 
ard B. Allen & Co., under plans 
drewn bv Wim. E. Worthen of New York. 
There were no other bids for this engine. 
No. 3higb service engine was designed by 
Mr. Rumpf of the Cold Springs Foundry 
Company, West Point, N. Y., and was fin- 
ished in 1874; there were, he thought, six or 
seven other plans offered. The commission- 
ers obtained the plans and approved them; 
S. B. Kirkwood, who was advisory engineer, 
also approved the plans. John unter, 
president of the Hartford Foundry Com- 
pany; superintended the c nstruction of No. 
3 high service engine, and was assisted by 
Mr. Lepner, the leading mechanic of his 
works. No. 3, low service, was superintend- 
ed during their construction by 
three or iour men from the _ shops 
at Fulton. Witness had nothing to do 
with them,but was busy at this time tending 
to supplying the city with water. No official 
test was ever made of either of these en- 
gines. Witness believed there was ua clause 
requiring such a test, but the city having 
furnished the designs after which the en- 
gines were constructed witness Dbelleved it 
was bound to accept them any way, provided 
the material and workmanship were all 
right, ‘There were many things about both 
engines witness never approved: he thought 
some things were radically deficient in 
both; some things were wanted. All 
along ever since witness had _ been 
remedying these defects. The new 
engines did not work satisfactorily from 
the start. Much of the fault of this was due 
to the builders and contractors. Witness 
had nothing todo with accepting the new 
machines. 

Mr. Chaphe explained the necessity for 
accepting the new engines without putting 
them to the required test. Two or three 
months after No. 1 and No. 2 engines were 
put to work the. diaphragm pilates in the 
pump chambers broke and they were obliged 
to strap and band them up until No. 3 was 
ready. As soon as No. 3 was reaiy it was 
put into immediate use and alone supplied 
the eity with what water was needed 
until Nos. 1 and 2 could 
repaired. No. 3 then supplied 
from 20,000,000 to 22,000,000 gallons a day, 
A pump-barrel in No. 1 cracked, five or six 
years ago, and, as soon as the defect was dis- 
covered, the crack was bolted up, and the 
pumping G.pacity of the engine was not in 
any way affected thereby. 

Mr. Walsh—Did the City Boiler Inspector 
ever test the boilers at the Water Works? 

Witness— Yes, sir.

The boilers in use in 
1870 were insvected by the City Inspector.

Itis useless to talk about any probable scarcity, 
with a stock of 300,000 bales, more American cot- 
ton in Liverpool and still more on the Continent. 
and quitea good surplus of old cotton in this 
country. As for trade, itis just as uprofitable in 
Europe as in the United States, as ail consumptive 
markets are overstocked with goods. The new 
crop may be only 6,000,000 bales, but with the 
large stocks of goods and cotton everywhere, it 
would take all the power the buils:have to put 
prices to 104,c for spot cotton and keep it there, 
and asthe months are nearing, the premiums on 


futures will gradually disappear. People forget 
they are already paying well for*all probable 
damage in buving and paying such big premiums 
on futures over spot cotton. A six-and-a-half 
million crop cannot be consumed at present 
prices. The India crop promises to be as large, 
or evena larger yield, than last season. The rea- 
son Augustand September did not share in the 
advance was on account of the heavy pressure 
of spot cotton, and if people are so anxious to in- 
vest in cotton let them wait until new cotton ar- 
rives more freely ana they will be able to buy 
cheaper. But this crop may be another disap- 
pointment to bulls like that of 1880-81, when crop 
estimates ran down to 5,800,000 bales as late as 
November, and when we found out we were mis- 
taken, July dropped from 13.31 to 10.33 cents. 
We must also bear in mind that in 1880 
we haa a boom in dry goods and this 
season a depression in every branch of 
business.

A telegram from Fargo, Dak. to E. M. Samuel 
& Sons, represents the weather as fine, harvesting 
half over and that on one farm the vield of wheat 
had been 28 bushels to the acre. Wheat traders 
appear to hold different ideas regarding deliveries 
on September contracts to-morrow. There is fully 
1,500,000 bu No 2 red wheat here, and nearly all 
heid against future sales. Some parties beiieve 
the deliveries will be large to-morrow.

ae: THE JAVA DISASTER, 
_ The cataclysm that has engulfed and de- 
‘stroyed so much of the island of Java, isof a 
piece with ihe rest of the history of this 
disastrous year. It is believed that fully 
seventy-five thousand people’ have perished 
amid the crashing of the elements. A great 
volcanic eruption, earthquakes of unprece- 
dented violence, a tidal wave, and cyclones, 
and storms of wind and of molten lava, came 
at once as horrors on horrors head accumu- 
late, to the destruction of the island. The scene 
was one of terrific sublimity. Even the mea- 
ger reports we have received paint itin words 
which at least outlive the awful calamity, 
‘and we seem to feel, as we read that the 


“world has drifted backward into the Titanic 


striggle that marked its building. After all, 
what is the great globe, and all which it in- 
herits, but a ‘thin crust floating like a scum 
upon the surface of the molten lake below 
us, which might crumbleand sink at the 
least planetary disturbance. Ephemerides 
we are, who have built up our. civilization 
and our systems upon a crumbling ledge. 
Weare at sea in a burning ship, and al- 
though the fire is smouldering in the hold, 
ever and anon we hear it rumbling, and ever 
and anon it gives us an alerte, like 
this Javanese disaster, which we can- 
not dismiss unheeded. Treading on the 
heels of the calamity at Casamicciola, the 
catastrophe thousands of miles away in the 
South Seas seems te show that the elemental 
forces that lie beneath our feet are shaking 
off their torpor, and that the globe will 
again shudder and groan with the struggle 
of the Titans. Let a cosmic disaster occur 
to us and whaf will result? A thrill: of 
agony, and the astronomers in Sirius will 
see a new star flaming near the sun. Then 
a fusing of the elements and a new world, 
with new ephemerides built on the wreck, 
while we will not have ieft a wreck, behind. 


THE FIGHT BEFORE US. 

Referring to the railroad land monopoly 
in the West, the New York Herald says the 
States ‘‘may usefully tax the lands own 
by railroad corporations so as to force them 
to selland thus break up these large hold- 
ings.” But the trouble is that some new 
Congressional! legislation will be required to 
open the way for this remedy, and even then 
the courts may defeat.it. ~ 

The land grants provide for a restoration 
to the public domain of ail railroad lands not 
transferred within a certain time, and so 
long as such lands remain unpatented they 
are protected from taxation as part of the 
public domain, But the courts have held 
that a mortgage on these unpatented lands is 
such a transfer as exempts them from for- 
feiture.under the provisions of the grant, but 
is not such a transfer as makes them liable 
to State taxation. The consequence is that 
the railroads can hold these lands from mar- 
ket as long as they please and pay no taxes 
on them whatever. 

Moreover, in California the railroads have 
refused to pay taxes on their patented lands, 
anu are now before the United States Courts 
denying the right of the State to discrimin- 
ate in taxation and asking for a decision 
that all State laws taxing the property of 
corporations otherwise than as the similar 
property of individuals is taxed, are null and 
void by reason of conflict with that pro- 
vision of the Fourteenth Amendment which 
says “no State shall deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection 
6f the laws.” 

Doubtless the remedy suggested by the 
Herald is a good one, but we have to rid 
Congress and the courts of servility to cor- 
poration influence before we can begin to 
adopt the Herald’s suggestion.

JOURNALISTIC DUbIsM. 
Itis the opinion of the Denver Tribune, 
which is in all respects the model newspaper 
of the Western Hemisphere, that the New 


| York World’s success under the new man- 


agement is a reflection upon the intelligence 
of the metropolis. We are told that the 
paper is nothing like what it used to be 
under the administration of the brilliant, 
scholastic and esthetic HURLBURT. This is 
true, and as the aged colored man on the 
back seat remarked when the theologian re- 
ferred to the original construction of the hu- 
man sexes, ‘‘Bress de Lord for de varia- 
tion.”” Under the Hurlburtian management 
there was less Democracy in the World than 
can be found in an average issue of the 
Almanach de Gotha. Mr. HvuRisuRr, 
whose attention was chiefly directed to gath- 
ering trousers of rare fabrication ,and mas- 
ticating club dinners, which had taxed the 
ingenuity of French chefs, never had the 
honor of voting the Democratic ticket in his 
life. Mr. GouLp’s Democracy, never being 
first-class, it followed that very little of the 
pure juice of Jacksonism ever got into the 
paper. : 

- We have studied some of the -old files 
of the World, issued during the supposed 
Augustan period, and have lingered over 
those deliciougcolumns sprinkled with Attic 
salt and washed with Falernian wine, which 
used to delight the cognoscenti.

Un top of this wac poured an abie editorial on 
free trade; a classical article from the editor 
on Spectrum Analysis as applied to the man- 
ufacture of root beer, containing quotations 
from Horacz, Vine and TERRENCS, and 
two long words set up in Greek type; some 
cutting paragraphs on European politics 
and a two-column obituary, in small type, of 
the late Ram CuunpER GWAR, merchant 
of Bombay, whose death was announced by 
telegraph the day before. On the inside 
pages some learned critiques of scientific 
books, 

This was the journal on which the learned 
men of the country doted and at which the 
Democratic voters gazed as at a small planet 
surrounded with nebulous clouds, It had no 
constituency outside of Murray Hill, because 
the distinguished Mr. HURLBUBT was accus- 
tomed to addressing dinner parties and he 
did not care to have an audience larger than 
a table-cloth. 

The hard-fisted Democrat, the hater of snob- 
bery, slobbery and aristocracy found no more 
comfort in the World than he might have 
found in the cuneiform inscriptions of the 
Persian monuments or the hieroglyphics on 
the obelisk which Mr. HURLBURT imported 
for the amusement of the illuminati from 
the land of the Pharaohs. 

The World of to-day is written in the Fn- 
glish which is spoken in shops and factories 
where the toilers do their thinking. Its edi- 
torials do not have the flavor of undigested 
terrapin swimming in rich champagne. The 
paper breathes a spirit of Democracy such as 
THoMAS JEFFERSON would admire if he 
could crawl out of the brambles of Monti- 
cello. It touches human sympathy; it 
throbs with huinan interest. It is, in fact, a 
newspaper. Its success is a credit to the in- 
telligence of the metropolis and a source of 
pride to the Democratic party, which has 
lived to seein New York City a newspaper 
of power and influence which is not con- 
trotied by capitalistic influences. The gilt- 
eaged people who enjoyed the phosphores- 
cent brilliancy, so-called, of the old World, 
can fall back on their elegant libraries and 
the chaste magazines of the day for news, 
but the World of to-day—price two cents— 
will probably continue to grow and expand 
until its tendrils reach the homes of a hun-

A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 

Kansas City is adorning herself with bor- 
rowed plumage like the fabled jackdaw, and 
trying to strut before the Democracy of the 
State asthe recognized leader of a move- 
ment for the strict enforcement of all State 
laws, in antagonism to an alleged nullifica- 
tion tendency on the part of the St. Louis 
Democracy. 
All along, from a time whereof the mem- 
ory of man runneth not to the contrary, 
Kansas City has borne the reputation of the 
wickedest city on the continent, the head- 
quarters and asvlum of the most notorious 
bandits of the age, the paradise of painted 
women, desperadoes, ‘“‘skin’’ games and 
aliases, It is notorious that the Sunday laws, 
as well as the moral law, were always 
a little deader there than anywhere else, un- 
tii the present Prosecuting Attorney, who, 
by the way, is nota Kansas City man, was 
elected as a bolting Independent over the 
nominee of the Kansas City Democracy. 
Now she looms up grandly as a city of strict 
Sabbatarians, and, with rings on her tingers 
and bells on her toes, fussily rides the hobby 
of enforcing the Sunday laws. 

The noisy zeal with which she celebrates 
her sudden conversion renders it a trifle sus- 
picious. When her organs call on the rural 
Democracy to rally around her for the pur- 
pose of putting down rebellion and nullifica- 
tion in St. Louis, we recall the fact that the 
gamblers who were driven out of St. Louis 
by the enforcement of the gambling law, 
went numerously to Kansas City and 
are there or thereabouts now. Every man 
who knows Kansas City’s ways smiles at her 
pretense of closing saloons, and believes that 
there is more whisky per capita soid contrary 
to law in Kansas City than in st. Louis on 
Sunday. And when we are told that Kansas 
City delegates will insist on inserting in the 
next Democratic platform a plank promising 
a strict enforcement of all the laws on the 
statute book, we need only ask, How about 
the dead-letter law against houses of ill-fame 7? 
There jis nota newspaper, and there never 
was a convention in Kansas City that has 
ever dared to demand a strict enforcement 
of the laws for their suppression. They 
crowd the hotels and business houses on 
neariy every block. The law prohibiting 
liquor selling on Sunday is not enforcea 
against them, and their drunken inmates, sal- 
lying forth Sunday evenings and racing about 
in hacks and buggies, make scenes that are 
never witnessed on the thoroughfares and 
suburban drives of St. Louis. 

When Kansas City plucks this beam out of 
her owrfeye, it will be time enough then for 
her to head a crusade for the suppression of 
the family resorts of tens of thousands of 
the most orderly and decent people of St. 
Louison Sunday. Kansas City never had 
any such places. She does not know what 
they are. They would suit but a small ele 


ment of her people—not enough to pay for | 


the music; and with such a wild Yahoo pop- 
ulation as Kansas City has, they perhaps 
could not-be conducted there as they are in 
St. Louis. 

Very naturally the attacks of the Sedalia 
Democrat upon the mercantile methods of

aa cheaply as Chicago, unless discriminated 
against by railroads. Our merchants do 
business on a safer basis than those of Chi- 
cago, have cheaper rents, and, a8 a rule, are 
easier Gnancially.

Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch

ST. Louis, August 31, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If any evidence still were wanting of the care- 
less manner in which the Board of Public Im- 
provement performs the duties imposed upon it» 
it is furnished by their latest aciion in causing 
the renumbering of Franklin avenue and the 
streets tributary thereto. Here are the facts;. At 
the corner of Thirteenth street the scaiping pro- 
cess commences. The number beginning with 
1200 is continued across Thirteenth and up to 
Fourteenth street, thus ooliterating a block en- 
tire. The same process, I understand, was adopt- 
ed with Twenty-third street, wiping it out and 
calling the one next west Twenty-third. This en- 
gineering, in common parlance, I would call “the 
boss.” It appears to me that if a man of common 
sense, not possessed of engineering ability, was 


placed in eharged of this work, this outrage and 
confusion woulda be avoiaed, simply by giving 
Thirteenth street a name (if the uniformity of 
cross or broken streets is what is wanted), and 
leaving the numbers as they had existed. No 
change made should alter the serial number.

The agents of the Board, 
the chasers afier the people’s cash, have gone into 
alleys in some cases and tacked numbers on sheds 
and sides of houses, while these same houses are 
and have been properly numbered in front. I sub- 
mit, Mr. Editor. that tuis is a pretty state of facts 
to find in acity of the firstclass. I think a little 
dynamite tn the vicinity of headquarters might

The Government bill on slavery has been 
It permits no mre slaves to be 
transferred trom one province to anotiier, 
unless When obtained by inheritance, gilt 
from parents or carried with tueir owners, 
in which last case the slaves may not be svid 
before five yeara after registering them in 
the new province. Ali transferred in auy 
other way to another province become ipso 
facto free. The biil also strenghthens the 
emancipation tund with a tax ol 25 cents on 
every slave, 25 cents te $1 on houses an:l $1 
per bead on trausfers ol nationi stocks. With 
these it is estimated that the emancipation 
fund will be {ucreased to about three million 
miireis a yeur, say $1,500,000.

History of the Man and His Crimes. 


Mack Marsden, Jefferson County’s desper- 
ado, was shot and instantly killed yesterday 
by some persons who were in hiding by the 
roadside, two miles north of Antonia. Mars- 
den and Allen Hensley, one of the members 
of his gang, were returning from St. Louis 
yesterday in a spring-wagon on the Lemay 
Ferry gravel road, when, at a lonely 
point about twenty-three miles from this 
city and about two miles from Antonia 
some one concealed in the bushes fired two 
shots, one of which killed Marsden and the 
other fatally wounded Hensley. The former 
fell into the roadway and Hensley tumbled 
back into the bed of the wagon. . The horse 
continued on and galloped into 
Antonia, bringing the _ citizens the 
first knowledge of the killing. 
At first it was thought that the man lying in 
the wagon was drunk. On making an exam- 
ination he was found riddled with buckshot. 
He was taken to John Gilman’s house, three 
miles from Antonia, where he made an ante~ 
mortem statement to Squire Edinger in 
which he said: “‘Tom Mass, John Marsden 
and Jimmy Moss killed Mack and shot me. 
Mack’s last words were ‘For God’s sake, 
boys, don’t kill me.’” An attempt 
was made to remove Hensley to his 
father’s house at Sandy Creek, but the man 
was weakened beyond endurance of such 4 
trip. A short time after thé shooting W. C. 
Fine, a mail carrier between Carondelet 
and Hillsboro, found Marsden’s body in the 
dust. The dead desperado’s face was shat- 
tered by the shot beyond recognition. Three 
bails found lodgment in his breast. The 
wounds must have eaused instant death. 
Calling a farmer’to watch over the 
body, he rode on towards Antonia to notify 
‘he people, but was met by a large crowd 
who had been notified by Hensley. Mars- 
den’s body was taken to his father’s house, 
on Sandy Creek. Acting on Hensley’s dec- 
laration, John Marsden, Thomas and Jim 
Moss were arrested, although itis genorally 
believed that Hensley is mistaken about 
seeing John Marsden, as the sheriff served a 
subpeena on Marsden at DeSoto, twenty- 
three miles from the killing, at noon, and it 
would be next to impossible for him to get 
over the ground in the time. As yet there is 
nothing to indicate who fired on Marsden 
and Hensley except the statement of the 
latter, which can scarcely be entirely true. 

Mack Marsden was 35 years of age and the 
son of a farmer, who has been a respected 
citizen of Jefferson County for nearly haifa 
century. Within.the past few years the sus- 
picions of the farmers have been raised, and 
many crimes have been laid at his door. He 
covered his tracks so well that he had be- 
come defiant, and mauy of the peaceable cit- 
izeus of the county lived in dread of 
the desperado, who had openly threatened 
the lives of several. He was often lound in 
suspicious relations with John Marsden (a 
cousin), James and Thomas Moss, Allen 
Hensiey, and some two or three other men 
recognized as daring and dangerous char- 
acters. The first great crime that Mack was 
suspected of occurred over a year ago, when 
the charred remains of ap old bachelor 
farmer, named Vail, were found in the 
ruins of his shanty. It was ascertained that 
Marsden had visited the place during the pre- 
vious day, He claimed that he went there 
to pay Vail $90, and no evidence could be 
found to sustain the charges of murder and 
arson. Marsden’said that he saw the refiec- 
tion of the burning shanty on the sky that 
night before he reached home. A few days 
later Mack pid a bili at Yeager’s store at An- 
tonia,and the storekeeper readily identified a 
patched $5 bill as the same he had paid him- 
self to old man Vail some days previous, He 
mentioned his discovery to some friends but 
did not live totellit to the officials. One 
uight he was awakened by a sgffocating sen- 
sation, and discovered that his house was on
